Crawford County Commission on - 


Aging has pared down a list of a half 
dozen possible new sites for the 
Grayling Senior Center to a pair of 
options. 

Relocating to the Grayling Fish 
‘Hatchery, in a joint venture with the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Steering 
Committee, remains a viable option, 


The other possibility is building a 
new senior center from the ground 
up. One of the potential locations 
for the senior center is on just over 
four acres of property owned by the 
Carl W. Borchers VFW Post #3736 
on Madsen Street. The land was 
donated to the veteran’s organiza- 
tion by the late Beth Seator. The 
other property, also just over four 
acres, is located at the intersection 
of Roberts Road and North Down 


Crawford County when the State of 
Michigan sold the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery property in 1995. The 
county subsequently leased the land 
to Grayling Charter Township. 

The Mayday Windows building 
was the first option eliminated dur- 
ing the site selection process, since 
there is no access to city water and 
sewer. Downtown options, includ- 
ing the former Ben Franklin store 
and the former. Shoppenagon’s 
Motel, were also pulled’ from the 


list. Snyder said the COA Board 
chose. to only study one downtown 
option. She added that 
Shoppenagon’s is over 30,000 
square feet, which is more space 
than the senior center needs, and 
officials don’t believe they could 
support and maintain other tenants 
in the building. Finally, the Grayling 
Eagles Club, which sits on just over 
three acres of land, was the last 
option removed from the list.

Starting in 2010, 
Crawford County veterans 
will have premium medical 
care available right in their 
own backyards. The U.S, 
Department of Veteran 
Affairs (VA) is preparing to 


build an outpatient clinic in 


Grayling. 

Carrie Seward, a public 
affairs officer at the Aleda E. 
Lutz VA Medical Center in 
Saginaw, says the Grayling 
clinic is part of an expansion 
to make health care more 


of nine outpatient facilities 
in northern Michigan that is 
either planning or currently 
operating under the supervi- 
sion of the Saginaw VA med- 
ical center. 

The other eight locations 
are Gaylord, Traverse City, 
Cadillac, Alcona, Alpena, 
Clare, Cheboygan and Bad 
Axe, 

The construction of sever- 
al new clinics is to help facil- 
itate the VA’s policy that, 
ideally, a VA medical clinic 
should be available with 30 
miles or a 30 minute drive of 


any veteran’s home. 
“There’s just tons of plan- 
ning that goes into these,” 
Seward said. 
One factor the VA consid- 
ers before building a new 
clinic is the size of the veter-

Because of the presence of 
Camp Grayling, Grayling 
has a fairly sizeable veteran 
population. 

“We also look at Grayling 
perhaps being a central point 
for a clinic,” Seward said. 

Many of the exact specifi- 
cations of the clinic are not 
yet specified, The clinic wiil 
be a brand new facility, not 
an add-on to Mercy Hospital 
or any other medical clinic 
that is currently operating in 
Grayling. 

There is a possibility that 
the VA will purchase an 
already-existing building in 
Grayling and convert it into 
a clinic, but it must be able to 
accommodate the latest 
medical technology and 
resources. 


“We're not sure if there’s 


an existing site that will meet 


those specifications,” 
Seward said. 

Veterans will have free 
access to the new clinic for 
evaluation and treatment of 
“outpatient medical con- 
cerns.” Home care and 
physical therapy are. also 
possibilities for the new clin- 
ic. 

“I’m not sure if that's 
going to be part of Grayling 
or not,” Seward said. 

Many medical services 
that will not be offered at the 
Grayling clinic are available 
to veterans at the parent 
facility in Saginaw. 

VA medical facilities are 
funded by federal dollars 
and are generally available 
to veterans as a free service. 
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Grayling City officials 
have initiated new winter 
month burial fees to reflect 
the cost of labor and mate- 
rials to prepare graves for 


interment.

All was quiet. IC became 
an unofficial and unexpected 
Christmas peace. 

Although soldiers on both 
sides had been warned stern- | 
ly ‘against fraternization, 
some German soldiers and 
some British soldiers left 
their rifles behind and cau- 
tiously emerged from their 
separate trenches into no- 
man’s land. | 

Then more soldiers from 
both sides came out, too. 
Soon they were shaking 
hands, wishing each other 
Merry Christmas, even 
exchanging cigarets and 
schnapps. Soldiers from dif- 
ferent nations traded names 
and addresses, joining 
together in Christmas songs. 
Christmas trees and lanterns 
appeared from the trenches. 
The Germans brought out a 
keg of beer, and the British 
produced tins of beef and 
jam. 

The unofficial truce which 
began on Christmas Eve last- 
ed all of Christmas Day. 


Makeshift soccer games 
even developed. 
On the morning after 


Christmas. the British cap- 
tain fired three shots into the 
air and returned to his post 
on the British side.

. few days before Christmas, 
Apollo 8 lifted off fromthe | 


Kennedy Space Center on 
the first manned mission to 
the moon. 

Its purpose was to orbit the 
moon in preparation for an 
actual moon landing on a 
subsequent space shot. 

The astronauts of 1968, 
like the doughboys of 1914, 
were separated from their 
families, their loved ones, 


- to the -

and their familiar surround- 
ings for the magic time that 
is Christmas. 

But the crew of Apollo 8 
did not forget nor neglect the 
real meaning of Christmas, 
even while they were such an 
unusual and important mis- 
sion and a great distance 
from home. 


. As Apollo 8 entered its 


orbit around the moon on 
Christmas Eve, the crew 
began to relay ‘back to Earth 
live television pictures of the 
moon and the Earth. 


As Christmas 1968 


- dawned on Earth, this is how 


the crew ended their bread: 
cast from space: 

“For all. the people on 

Earth, the crew of Apollo 8 
has a message we would like 
to send you: 

“In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heaven and the 
earth, And the earth was 
without form, and void, and 
darkness was upon the face 
of the deep ...” 

Then the three man- crew 
taking turns continued read- 
ing the first 10 verses of the 
Book of Genesis, which 
ended: 

“,, and God called the dry 
land earth, and the gathering 
together ‘of the waters He 
called the Seas. And God 


saw that it was good.” 

_ Commander Frank 
Borman then concluded the 
Christmas message from 
space: “And from the crew of 
Apollo 8, we close with good 
night, good luck, a Merry 
Christrias, and God bless all 
of you ... all of you on the 


. good Earth.” 


The vastness of space, and 
the perspective the astro- 
nauts were observing first 
hand, to me add special sig- 
nificance to their choice of 
message. 

Just as the soldiers from 
opposing sides of World War 
I fought 54 years earlier, the 
men of Apollo 8 also recog- 
nized the reason for the sea- 
son of Christmas. 

The Almanack is slenaed 
to echo Apollo’s message 
from space 40 years later, 
and from the perspective of 
farniliar ground instead of 
the vastness of space: 

To all of you, from the 
Almanack, a very Merry 
Christmas and a wish that 
God’s blessings reach every 
one of you and all your loved 


ones.

Taxes and holiday 
charitable giving 


While the spirit of giving 
seems to grow during the 
holiday season, the IRS 
reminds taxpayers to keep 
some important points in 
mind when making dona- 
tions with the expectation 
of deducting them ona fed- 
eral tax return. 

Taxpayers can deduct 
donations only if they make 
them to a qualified tax 
exempt organization, 

“The IRS Web site allows 
taxpayers to search for 
many charitable organiza- 
tions online with 
Publication 78,” said IRS 
_ spokesperson Luis D. 
Garcia. “Qualified organi- 
zations can include nonprof- 
it groups that range from 
religious to scientific, chari- 
table to educational, or that 
work to prevent cruelty to 
children or animals, 
Generally, organizations 
will be able to tell you 
whether they are federally 
tax exempt and eligible to 
accept tax-deductible dona- 
tions.” 

Garcia added that it is 
necessary to file Form 1040 
and’ itemize deductions on 
Schedule A to receive a 
charitable contribution 
deduction. Good record 
keeping is important too. 

To deduct any charitable 
donation of money, a tax- 
payer must have a bank 
record, credit card statement 
or a written communication 
from the charity showing the 
name of the charity and the 
date and amount of the con- 
tribution. A bank record 
includes canceled checks or 
bank or credit union state- 
ments. Bank or credit union 
statements should show the 
name of the charity and the 
date and amount donated. 
Credit card statements 
should show the name of the 
charity, the transaction post- 
ing date and the amount 
donated. Prior law allowed 
taxpayers to support their 
donations of money with 
personal bank registers, 
diaries or notes made 
around the time of the dona- 


tion. Those types of records 
are no longer sufficient. 

For all donations of prop- 
erty, including clothing and 
household items, obtain 
from the charity a receipt 
that includes the name of the 
charity, the date of the con- 
tribution and a reasonably- 
detailed description of the 
donated property. If a dona- 
tion is left at a charity’s 
unattended drop site, keep a 
written record of the dona- 
tion that includes this infor- 
mation, as well as the fair 
market value of the property 
at the time of the donation 
and the method used to 
determine that value. 

To deduct charitable con- 
tributions of items valued at 
$250 or more, you must 
have a written acknowledg- 
ment from the qualified 
organization. 

To deduct charitable con- 
tributions of items valued at 
$500 or more, you must also 
complete a Form 8283, 
Noncash Charitable 
Contributions, and attach 
the form to your tax return. 

To be deductible, clothing 
and household items, such 
as furniture, furnishings, 


electronics, appliances and - 


linens donated to charity, 
must be in good used condi- 
tion or better. Any clothing 
or household item for which: 
a taxpayer claims a deduc- 
tion of over $500 does not 
have to be in good used con- 
dition or better if the taxpay- 
er includes a qualified 
appraisal of the item with 
the return.

MSA stresses safe holiday riding 


The Michigan 
Snowmobile Association 
(MSA) delivers a public 
safety message for the holi- 
day riding season. 

Safety is particularly 
important during the holi- 
days due to increased snow- 
mobile traffic that includes 
younger, less experienced 
riders. Zero tolerance for 
mixing alcohol and snow- 
mobiling is always strictly 
enforced. 

“The holidays bring fami- 
ly gatherings with more 
snowmobiles and younger 
riders on the trails,” said Bill 
Manson, the MSA’s execu- 
tive director, “Alcohol 
should never be consumed 
before or during operation of 
a snowmobile. Not only is it 
very dangerous, but infrac- 


tions also count against 
motor vehicle driving 
records.” 


This holiday season is 
expected to see more snow- 
mobilers because snowfall 
has been heavy and gas 
prices are the lowest in four 
years. 

Supervising minors and 
zero tolerance tor alcohol 
are especially important to 
maintain safe trails, 
Michigan law _ requires 
snowmobilers under the age 
of 12 to be supervised by an 
adult, even when riding on 
property owned by a parent 
or guardian, and to refrain 
from crossing a roadway.

Snowmobilers ages 12 to 17 
may operate a snowmobile if 
they have a valid snowmo- 
bile safety certificate in their 
immediate possession or if 
they are under direct super- 
vision by a person at least 21 
years of age. In addition to 
personal responsibility, 
groomed and marked trails 
are also essential to safe rid- 
ing. Trail grooming is done 
almost entirely by clubs and 
business associations, most 
of whom are volunteers, 
The snowmobile industry 
generates more than $1 bil- 
lion per year for Michigan’s 
economy and supports over 
7,000 direct jobs. 

MSA is the voice of over 
380,000 registered Michigan 
snowmobilers and more 
than 100,000 out of state rid- 
ers. The MSA publishes a 
bi-monthly magazine, titled 
MSA News, which is read by 
the entire snowmobiling 
community and is available 
at hundreds of MSA com- 
mercial-member sites 
throughout the state. MSA 
supports the “Safe Riders! 
You make snowmobiling 
safe” campaign, and spear- 
headed the “Zero Tolerance” 
program, which urges snow- 
mobilers not to consume any

“Everybody is getting 
caught up in semantics, as 
far as words, and that just 
drives a wedge towards 
working together in good 
faith,’ Long said. 

Township officials, how- 
ever, acknowledged receipt 
of the city’s contract offer 
and requested four changes 
be made to the pact. 

“It’s like the guy that says 
} quit, but keeps throwing 
punches,” Long said about 
language changed by city 
officials in the agreement. 

First, township officials 
prefer to have the contract 
called an interim agreement 
while city officials work on 
the establishment of an 


administrative board to 


oversee fire department 
operations and the estab- 
lishment of a formula to 
fund the department. 

Next, the township board 
is seeking to clarify if the 
fire chief has the responsi- 
bility to appoint the assis- 
tant fire chief. The board is 
also asking that the fire 
department’s personnel be 
allowed to assist the 
Grayling Charter Township 
Building Department. The 
city’s version of the con- 
tract cited that fire person- 
nel would assist the 
Crawford County Building 
Department. The township 
board also asked that a sec- 
ond reference be added to 
the funding portion of the 
agreement that says both 
boards will work toward a 
more equitable funding for- 
mula to run the fire depart- 
ment. Officials from both 
municipalities discussed 


having a formula based on 
SEVs, population and the 
number of improved prop- 
erties in each municipality 
at a joint 
September,

ing for language, stating 
‘that 


the contract will 
become effective immedi- 
ately and retroactive back 
to July 1, 2008, the fiscal 
year for the fire department, 
deleted. The township pre- 
viously included language 
that says the agreement will 
run from July 1, 2008, to 
June 30, 2011. The city is 
asking for a one-year notice 
if the township plans to 
withdraw from the depart- 
ment and go its own way. 

Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright warned township 
officials to be careful and 
consistent with their 
changes to the agreement. 
“If you’re not careful 
with the wording, a lawyer 
can take you into court and 
tear you apart,” Wright 
said. 

Township Clerk Monica 
Ashton said the fire depart- 
ment had been proposed to 
be run as it had always been 
run. She believes that refer- 
ences to contracts are a 


potential ploy by the city to_ 


annex township property if 
they can prove that fire 
department cGnevrations are 
not being supported. 


“We both own the depart- _ 


ment, so why are we calling 
it a contract,’ Ashton said. 
‘“‘We’re making a contribu- 
tion to support our assets 
and our services.” 

In January 2008, the 
township board authorized 
a lawsuit against the City of 
Grayling. Township offi- 
cials are seeking the return 
of a committee of township 
and city officials to oversee 
the operations of the 
Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department. 

The lawsuit was prompt- 
ed after failed negotiations 
to renew a mutual operating 
agreement between the city 
andthe township,. which 
expired: jn, June-2007 55:5: 
— They.) GrayliagninGity 
Council has proposed that 
the Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department be consid- 
ered as a department of the 
city and administered by 
Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

The city offered a 10- 
year contract that called for 
the township to pay 60 per- 
cent of the operating costs 
for the fire department, 
with: the city covering 40 
percent of the expenses. 
Also, the township board 
and city council would 


‘meet twice a year, or as 
needed, to discuss the fire 
department’s policies, bud- 
get and other related issues. 
The city also agreed to 
assume the liability for the 
fire department and the fire 
inspector. 

After a meeting with the 
citizen’s group formed by 
the township in November, 
the city agreed to trim the 
pact to a three-year deal 
and form the administrative 
board under the state’s 
Public Act 33. 

Thayer said the contract 
is nothing more than an 
agreement to purchase fire 
services from the city. 

Thayer said that the com- 
mittee that township offi- 
cials are referring to in the 
lawsuit was formed to find 
property and build the new 
fire department. The com- 
mittee was formed under 
former Grayling City 
Manager Allen Lowe’s 
administration. Thayer said 
that the committee took on 
more duties than it was 
legally authorized to do by 


State statute, such as dis- - 


missing the construction 
manager for the fire depart- 
ment. He also said the fire 
chief is also not allowed to 
sit on the board under the 
statute. 

“After they built the fire 
hall, the committee should 
have disappeared, but it 
didn’t and it took on a life 
of its own,” he said. 

The city council and the 
township board would dic- 
tate the authority the 
administrative board would 
have. 

“My council does not 
want to delegate its legisla- 
tive authority, and they 
have been firm on that and 
saying that all along,” 
Thayer said. 

A trial has been sched- 
uled. for Jan, 28-30. 

: Fownship officials; are 
asking 46th Circuit Trial 
Court Judge Janet M. Allen 
for a court order to divide 
fire trucks, equipment and 
interests, in the current and 
former fire department 
buildings, between the city 
and the township if a pact 
between the municipalities 
cannot be reached. 

Thayer said he is sure a 
stipulation to adjourn the 
trial may be sought if a deal 
can’t be reached. 

“The judge is not going 
to be played like a yo-yo, | 
know that,” he said. 


Thayer said the city man- 
ager has the authority to 
appoint the assistant fire 
chief under the city’s ordi- 
nance regulating the fire 
department. 

A copy of the contract 
revisions had not been sent 
to city hall for their review 
by Friday, Dec. 19, and 
township officials did not 
call or visit the city hall to 
inform them of what took 
place at their meeting. 

Thayer said that the con- 
tract would have to be 
reviewed by the city coun- 
cil to ensure there are no 
ramifications to the overall 
agreement. The city coun- 
cil’s next meeting is sched- 
uled for Monday, Jan. 12. A 
special meeting could be 
held, but Thayer wants to 
have all five city council 
members present and 
ensure compliance with the 
state’s Open Meetings Act. 

“You can’t sign a contract 
and then say you'll work 
out the details later,” he 
said. 

Grayling Township resi- 
dent Mike Ingalls ques- 
tioned why Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputies 
were covering the City of 
Grayling while replace- 
ments are being sought for 
former Police Chief Karl 
Schreiner and Officers Carl 
Devries and Robert Butzin. 
He also questioned why 
Thayer gets involved in 
other agencies in the com- 
munity. 

“He wants his thumb on 
everything and he’s just 
throwing his weight 
around,” Ingalls said.

COA sought to purchase 
just over an acre from the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission to add to the 
Eagles site to make it func- 
tional.- Road Commission 
officials, however, said they 
needed the property for 
their own expansion plans. 
The current Grayling 
Senior Center, built in the 
1960s, has 5,000 square 
feet of space. Initially, the 
COA Board believed the 
senior center needed about 
7,000 square feet of space 
to provide its programs and 
services. But in October, a 
firm called Life Span 
Design Studio, of Lebanon, 
Ohio, reviewed the needs of 
the senior center and the 
potential services the orga- 
nization hopes to offer. The 
architects and aging spe- 
cialists determined that the 
Grayling Senior Center 
would need between 8,000 
to 12,600 square feet. The 
space is needed to accom- 
modate the needs and ser- 
vices of younger, more 
active seniors and the 
emerging Baby Boomer 
population moving to 
northern Michigan. . 
The COA has also 
received free plans and 
architectural drawings from 
Jim Botnick-Bates of Brad 
Butcher and Associates of 
Gaylord for the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery building. 
They received plans from 
Tad Lutuzsek of Trinity 
Architecture and 
Management LLC of 


Gaylord for the Grayling 


Eagles site. And, they 
received plans from DeVere 
Dennings from the FED 
Corporation in Gladwin for 
the new building options. 

- “Those have been big 
contributions «to. the com- 
munity to’help - with ‘our 
floor plait'options and give 
us'something to work with,” 
Snyder said. 

COA board members 
have visited new senior 
centers in Holland and Mt. 
Pleasant as they continue 
the relocation studies 

“We're trying to get ideas 
from the other counties and 


we’re learning from that,” 
Snyder said. 

The conservative esti- 
mate to renovate the fish 
hatchery building or to 
build new is $2 million. 
More expenses may be 
added if Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental 
Design standards are added 
to make the senior center as 
environmentally friendly as 
possible. 

“Because we lie right 
here in God’s Country, it 
would be nice to do some- 
thing that would protect our 
natural resources,’ Snyder 
said. 

Snyder said that the COA 
plans to seek grants from 
foundations for. the senior 
center move. The COA has 
about $300,000 in a build- 
ing fund to help procure the 
foundation grants. 

There are no plans to go 
to the taxpayers for a mill- 
age for a building or reno- 
vation project. Snyder, 
however, said COA officials 
may have to look at increas- 
ing its millage, which is due 
to expire in 2012, to hire 
additional staff and offer 
more services to meet the 
seniors’ wishes. 

“In order to cater to the 
growth and needs of the 
seniors, we may need to 
look at increasing the mill- 
age and that’s something 
that will be evaluated,” 
Snyder said. 

Snyder said the COA 
Board is trying to keep the 


seniors engaged and 
involved in the process. 
“We're entering their 


opinions into the process 
and we will see how that 
plays out,” Snyder said.

Grayling seniors — Great Depression era 
: holidays during current economic downturn

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Amid the current national 
economic downturn, 
Crawford County. seniors 
reflected on going through 
the holidays ‘during the 
Great Depression.

into the air from their porch- 
es, . 

“That was all the celebra- 
tion we did, there was no 


_ party time,” Golnick said. 


Grayling Township resi- 
dent Naomi Mihaescu was 
born in Lewiston, but 
moved to Ferndale when her 
father George was hired for 
a job. He was later jaid off. 

Mihaescu was among a 
family of six children. 
During the Great 
Depression years, Mihaescu 
said her father once cut 
down a shade tree from a 
nearby forest because the 


family couldn’t afford a fir, 


tree. The tree was decorated 
with paper chains that the 
children made at school. 

“The tree just had a few 
old branches on it,” 
Mihaescu said. 

Mihaescu said her moth- 
er, Gladys, would make 
sock dolls and other items at 
the sewing machine for the 
children. 

“She always made sure 
we had nice clothes to go to 
church in,” Mihaescu said. 

Helen Feldhauser’ of 
Grayling said families and 
friends supported one 
another to get through the 
holidays, 

Feldhauser, formerly 
Helen Isenhauer, said her 
mother, Grace, was knqwn 
for making cookies and 
popcorn balls.
